If  t!ie  matter  is  not  altcnded 
to,  we  niav  have  an  epidemic,  sl.arting  aboard 
one  of  our  .steamers;  hut  the  fault  will  not 
be  that  of  the  steamer,  nor  yet  that  of  the 
port,  but  of  the  sanitary  service.  If  a  fine 
IS  imposed  on  any  Captain  for  iiifringemeiU 
of  the  rule  oblij^ing  him  tohavetlierefii.se 
discharged  hy  llie  sanitary  .service,  and  not 
into  the  dock,  it  is  ef|uallv  litlin«  thai  a  line 
should  be  imposed  on  the  s:iiiitarv  <illicials 
who  neglect  their  duty,  —  Rvvino,  Huenos 
Aires.

Dtiring  the  firing  between  the  Iowa  and  the 
destroyers,  one  of  the  hitler  sent  a  sliell  within 
a  few  feet  of  my  head.  1  sai<l  to  Kxectitive 
OITicer  Rogers,  n  That  little  chap  has  got  a  lot 
of  cheek."  Rogers  shouted  back,  Hik-  shoots 
very  well  all  the  same." 

h'ifty  minutes  after  the  first  shot  had  been 
fired  the  h  Vi/caya  »  put  her  helm  to  port  \ritli 
a  great  burst  of  fiame  issuing  from  the  after 
part  of  the  vessel.  She  headeil  slowlv  hix  the 
rocks  of  Asscradcros.  where  she  stranded 

As  it  wasapparent  thai  the  uIowa»  could 
not  possibly  ciileh  the  «  Colon  «  and  that  the 
"Oregon"  and  "Brooklyn"  undoubtedly  wouhl, 
and  as  tlie  fa,st  »  New  York  "  was  also  on  her 
trail,  I  decided  that  the  calls  of  hiimaiiitv 
should  be  answered,  and  atlenlion  given  to 
the  twelve  or  fifteen  hundred  Spaiii.sh  otlicers 
and  men  who  ha<l  struck  their  colors. 

I  therefore  heailed  for  the  "  Vizaiyai)  which 
was  now  burning  furiously  fore  and  aft 
When  the  "  Iowa  "  had  come  in  as  far  as  the 
depth  of  the  water  iiermitted,  I  lowered  all 
rny  boats  and  sent  them  at  once  to  the  as.sis- 
tanceofthe  unfortunate  Spaniards,  who  were 
drowning  by  dozens  or  roasting  on  the  decks 
I  soon  discovered  that  the  Cubans  from  the 
shore  were  firing  on  the  men  who  were  struij. 
gliiig  in  the  water  after  having  surrendered  to 
us.  This  I  immetiiately  stop[)ed.  My  boats 
crews  worked  manfully,  ami  succeeded  in 
saving  many  of  the  woim.led  on  boanl.  One 
man  clambered  up  the  side  of  the  "  Vizciva" 
and  himself  saved  three  Sp-iniards  from  he'inir  I 
burnt  to  death.     The  smaller  magazines  of  thi 


cloud  effects  while  the  boats  came  alongside. 
and  willing  hands  were  'soon  helpini.  the 
lacerated  S|)anish  officers  and  .sailois  nn  (,, 
the  II  Iowa's  »  quarterdeck. 

All  the  Spaniards  were  absolutely  nakeil. 
Some  had  their  legs  torn  ofT  liy  shells,  while 
others  were  mutilated  in  every  coneeiyable 
wav.  Tlie  bottoms  of  the  bnils  held  two  or 
three  inches  of  hloml,  and  in  m  niv  eases  de.i,l 
men.  were  Ivinj;  in  their  own  bin  .d,  b'ive  |>ni(r 
chaps  died  on  the  way  to  Ihe  "  hiwn  ».  The^- 
were  buried  with  military  honors  from  rjur 
ship. 

I  saw  some  examples  of  heroism,  or  more 
proixuly  speaking  of  disci]>linc  and  devotion 
to  (inly  which  could  never  he  surpassed.  One 
man  of  tbe  "  Viseaya  «  had  his  left  arm  ahnont 
shototf  just  below  Ihe  shoulder.  Fragments 
of  it  were  still  hiuigiu).'  hy  a  small  jiiece  of 
skill,  hut  he  climbed  unassisted  over  tbe  side 
and  saluted  .is  if  on  a  visil  of  ceremony.  Ini- 
mediateW  after  him  came  a  strong  heartv 
sailor,  whose  left  leg  had  been  shot  off  above 
the  knee,  lie  was  hoisted  aboard  the  "  Iowa  n 
with  tackle,  but  never  a  whimper  came  from 
him. 

tJradnally  mangled  bodies  and  nakt'd 
thonjrh  uinvonnded  men  were  accuniulnted  on 
board  until  it  would  have  been  diffieuK  to 
recognise  the  "  Iowa»  as  a  Uiiiied  Sinies  bai- 
tleshi]).  There  was  blood  all  over  Iht  usu.illy 
while  quarter  deck,  and  272  naked  men  were 
being  supplied  with  water  and  food  hv  those 
who  a  few  niiiiules  before  had  been  using  a 
rapid  fire  battery  011  them, 

Kinallv  to  the  "  Iowa  »  came  a  boat  with 
Captain 'Kulate,  of  the  "  Vizcayan.  for  whom  a 
chair  >vas  lowered  over  the  side,  a.s  he  was 
evidently  wounded.  A  ca[)lain's  guard  of 
marines  was  drawn  up  on  the  tpmrter  deck 
ready  to  salute  liini.  I  stood  waiting  to  wel 
come  him.  As  the  chair  was  placed  on  deck 
the  marines  presenled  arms.  Captain  I;ul,iie 
slowly  raised  himself  from  the  chair  ami 
saluted  me  with  ^rnve  diiiiiitv.  He  uiibuckb-.l 
his  sword-belt.  and.  iuddinti  the  liiU  of  bis 
sword  bidore  him,  kissed  il  revereiillv,  tear 
.streaming'  from  his  eves.  He  then  .surrendered 
the  sword  to  me,  but',  of  course.  I  ilecline.l  h, 
receive  it.  When  the  crew  of  the  "  low.i "  saw 
this  thev  cheered  like  wild  men.  Just  as  i 
started  In  take  Caplain  hhilate  into  mv  caliin 
in  order  to  allow  the  dortors  lo  ex. inline  bis 
wounds,  Ihe  magazines  nf  the  "  \"i/eava  >'  ex- 
ploded with  a  iremendous  noise  aiid'a  hnj.;c 
burst  of  (lame.  Captain  bhdate,  cxlemling  bis 
hands,  said  ;-iiAdios  '  Vi/.cava':  there  K'.es 
my  beniilifnl  ship,  captain...  And  so  we  pas- 
sed into  the  cabin,  where  the  ditetors  dressed 
his  three  wouikIs. 

:\reantiinc,  tbiii»  officers  nf  tbe  "  Vi^ravn  ■ 
had  Irtu  im-ked  U)>.  besi.les  -^72  of  ibe  crew. 
Our  w.ud-roiHii  nnd  steerni,'e  offuvrs  j^ave  up 
their  state-rooms,  nnd  furnish. ^1  f.io,l,  elntli- 
iuH.  and  tob.ieco  t..  the  naked  offuM-s  .if  tbe 
"Vi/caya.i,  and  the  j.nvnMster  ivsued  uni- 
forms to  the  naked  sdlors.  I-;  leh  m.m  w.l^ 
given  all  Ibe  auned  beef.  colTee,  and  hard 
tack  he  could  eat.  The  war  bad  a.ssumed 
anollier  aspect. 

As  I  knew  the  crews  of  the  first  two  ships 
wrecked  had  not  been  visiii'd  hv  anv  of  our 
vessels,  1  ucxl  r.in  down  to  them,  'l  found 
the  "  Cdoucesler »  with  Admiral  Cerver.i  nnd  a 
immber  of  his  officers  on  board,  and  also  a 
large  number  of  wounded,  some  of  whom 
were  frightfully  mangled.  Many  of  the 
Spaiiianls  had  been  killetl  on  shore  hv  the  fire 
of  the  Cnhan.s. 

The  "  Harvard  i»  came  o!T,  and  I  requested 
Cajitairi  Cotton  to  go  in  and  take  o(T  the  crews 
of  the  "MiiriaTeres;i.i  and  "O.inendo".  Bv 
nn.lniHhl  the  .Harvard"  hail  970  prisoners 
ahoarfl.  A  great  inmdier  of  tlu-ni  were  wound- 
ed, i'or  conrage  and  dash  there  is  no  pandlel 
to  this  action  of  the  .Spanish  ailmiral.  He 
came  as  be  knew  to  absolnie  deslrnclion. 
There  was  one  siii).;le  hope,  tind  that  wa.s  that 
the  <L  Colon"  would  steam  fa.ster  than  the 
"lirooklyii ).. 

I  took  .-Vdniiral  Cervera  aboard  the  "Iowa" 
from  the  "  fdoucester -.,  which  had  rescue-! 
bun  from  death,  and  received  him  with  a  full 
admiral's  guard.  The  crew  of  the  "Iowa- 
crowded  aft  over  the  turrets,  half  naked  and 
olack  with  powder,  as  Cervera  stepped  fiver 
the.sirk..  Iff  was  bareheaded,  au.l  over  bis 
vnidtrslurt  be  wore  a  ihin  suit  of  fiannel  bor- 
rowed from  I.ieut,  Commander  Wainwri^jlu. 
Ihe  crew  cheered  vociferouslv.  Cervera  is

1" 
su.spicion  that  these  unfaithful  servants 
are  not  altogether  free  from  a^Ierceuary 
object  in  these  exlensiuns,  for  they  are 
generally  men  to  whom  n  snl.nry  of  75S 
a  day  is  worth  nursing.  V>ni  cvuii  were 
the  country  able  to  pay  the  extra  rusi , 
the  moralit)'  of  the  transaction  deser\-es 
nothing  out  unqualified  censure.  It  is 
an  act  of  bad  faith  and  a  corrupt  use  of 
the  public  money.  And  for  thu.se  mem- 
bers who  spend  the  greater  part. of  their 
time  in  publi.shing  newspapers,  or  in 
the  exjrcise  of  business  and  professional 
duties,  or  in  loafing  about  the  cafes  and 
streets,  instead  of  attending  the  sessions, 
the  case  is  even  worse.  To  speak  plainly 
—as  we  usually  do— their  conduct  is  dis- 
honest and  dishonorable  in  every  sense 
of  the  term.  They  accept  a  responsible 
mandate,  they  accept  pay  for  its  exe- 
cution, and  then  they  deliberately  avoid 
the  work  and  employ  their  time  in  doing 
something  else.  There  are  no  separate 
rules  of  morality  in  this  world  for  the 
private  citizen  and  the  public  official. 
What  is  immoral  and  reprehensible  in 
the  ordinary  avocations  of  life,  isequallv 
•so  ill  public  life,  And  the  evil  is  all  the 
greater,  because  its  elTccts  are  more 
u-idely  distributed  and  the  responsi- 
bility is  greater.  We  hke  tlie>/?w/  e/o 
Commcrcios  suggestion  that  the  subsidies 
of  congre.ssnien  should  be  paid  by  the 
states.  This  is  logical  as  well  as  good 
policy.  Tiiese  legislators  represent  the 
states  and  not  the  nation,  and  logically 
they  should  he  paid  by  those  by  whom 
they  are  employed.  In  addition  to  this 
they  should  be  paid  only  for  the  ordi- 
nary session  and  for  actual  daily  atten- 
dance, or,  still  better,  they  should  be 
paid  a  fixed  sum  for  the  session,  .sub- 
ject to  rciluctions  for  non-attendance. 
And  if  tlie  present  mischievous  tendency 
for  devoting  time  to  other  employments 
rontimics,  then  the  offending  ineniber 
should  be  required  to  choose  between 
his  public  duties  and  his  private  occupa- 
tion.    In  no  case  should  he  be  permitted
